1. The following background regardinrr Otto SKORZENY la forwarded In 

reaponae to reference vhich Indicated that would 

eeek odvlce from COPS regarding SKORZENY. * 

2. The conę>lex International business and political aetivity of 
SKORZENY has heen the subject of intermittent inąuiriea over the paat 
15 years. At present SKORZENY, vho realdea in Jfedrld, ia handled aa a > 
Iow priority CE caae and, JUreffect^is In a State of óperatlonal Y 
ąuarantlne so far aa contact with Statlon personnel la concemed. Aalde 
from recent unconf irmed report s on SKORZENY* a inyolyement with aundry 
ultra- rightiat groups and personalities, including Katanga 1 a Maise TSHOMBE, 
and Inalstent reports on his band ln International arms traffic, these 
speclflc confiraed actlvitiea of SKORZENY are cited aa typical: 

a. In the period January- May 1960 SKORZENY unsucceaafully 
aought support ln Madrld from CIA on behalf of the anti-De Gaulle 
French ultras. At that time he clalmed that he had contact with 
persona among the French ultras vho knew of a secret agreement 
hetveen De Gaulle and Khrushchey. Cl/lCG prepared a paper which 
concluded that SKORZENY, witting or unwittlng, vas prohahly helng 
used as a channel for blach propaganda deslgned to weaken 

De Gaulle and encourage officlal American dlstruat of the French 
Govemment * 

b. SKORZENY in 1960 was ln contact wlth the Auatrian 
terrorist groups operat ing ln the Tyrol through Dr. Norbert 
Burger, an Auatrian right-wlng leader with alleged contact 
wlth the French ultras. 

c. SKORZENY still trayelB to Germany ąt lll has numerous 
contacin wlthin the Sociallst Reich Barty (SRP) a neo-Nazi 
organlzatlon. 
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3. Since emzm f s alleged aaaets and overturea ia the paat have 
foiled often to ehecfc out or to prove of taore wortb than trouble/ and ' 
•ince SKDRZERX ł a deaire for a Ylaa to the lnjeets itaelf in any 
contact, it ia recoanended that no effort te nade to aasiat SKORZESY 

to the U.S. or to eatabliah any further CZA contact vith hia. ;It la \/.;f , 

bur test eatlmte that he la not now engaged In intelligenóe aetivitlea
